Liberty Now Urged

Washington —(BP) — Prot- 
estants and Other Americans 
United for’ Separation of 
Church and State said in a 
formal statement that it is a 
*‘self-preservation”’ 


liberty to be discussed when a 
Roman Catholic is a candidate 
for President of the United 
States. 

The three-page statement 
followed a meeting of the or- 
ganization’s Board of Trustees 
who also voted to withhold any 
endorsement of a presidential 
candidate and instead continue 
its policy of “education the 
people’ on the importance of 
keeping church and state sep- 
arate. 

The Statement 

The statement said~the or- 
ganization has “repeatedly 
praised’ Senator John F. Ken- 
nedy, democratic nominee for 
President, for edclaring ‘‘Basic 
government financial support 
for parochial schools is incon- 
stitutional,”” for his opposition 
to appointment of an American 
ambassador to the Vatican but 
added “we are skeptical about 
his equivocal words on birth 
control.”” 

Sen. Kennedy’s name was 
not mentioned in the statement 
| but it instead identified him as 
“the candidate of Roman Cath- 
olic faith.” 

The statement also said Ken- 
nedy’s ‘“‘silence” on the offi-

WORLD'S LARGEST 
SURVEY SCHEDULED 


MIAMI, Fila. —(BP)— Pos- 
sibly the largest religious, 
house-to-house survey ever un- 
dertaken will be attempted by 
more, than 400 churches and 
synagogues October 7-14 in the 
gold coast area of Florida. 

The churches, representing 
most Protestants and Jews, 
will use 40,000 members to 
survey more than a millien and 
a half people from Palm Beach 
to Key West, according to 
Billy Hargrove of Atlanta, Ga., 
secretary of the Home Mission 
Board’s Department of Survey 
and Special Studies. 

The survey is a prelude to 
the Billy Graham Crusade 
March 426 in Miami, and is 
only the beginning of a total 
survey of the entire state. All 
other major cities will be can- 
vassed February 17-24, Har- 
grove said.

Catholic interests is that if they 
cannot get aid to parochial 
schools they will fight the pas- 
sage of any kind of aid to edu- 
cation bill. 

It is known in Washington 
circles that the three members 
of the House Rules Committee, 
who are members of the Ro- 
man Catholic -Church, ‘ have 
been besieged by thousands of 
letters from Roman Catholics 
demanding aid for their schools. 
One of them estimated that he 
had received 15,000 such letters 
and that the other Catholic 
members of the committee had 
received similar mail. 

The key position of the House 
Rules Committee is seen as it 
refuses to allow a conference 
committee to meet with a Sen- 
ate Committee to iron out dif- 
ferences between the education 
bills already passed by both 
houses. The majority of the 
members of both Houses of Con- 
gress have indicated their de- 
sire for an Education Bill, but 
the House Rules Committee re- 
fuses to allow the legislation to 
proceed. A combination of anti- 
federal aid to education forces, 
the administration, and Roman 
Catholic pressure make this pos- 
sible. } 

Although the three Roman 
Catholic members of the Rules 
Committee are recorded as fav- 
oring a conference committee, 
it is impossible to know what 
has gone on inside the meet 
ings of the Rules Committee 
and what deals have been made. 
It is of highest significance, 
however, that these three are 
the ones who have received 
such an overwhelming amount 
of mail. 

Further indication of the 
campaign for public aid for | 
parochial schools is found in the 
August 22 Congressional Rec- 
ord. Three Roman _ Catholic 
Congressmen extended their re- 
marks in the appendix section 
making various appeals for fed- 
eral funds. 

Rep. Alfred E. Santangelo 
(D., N. ¥.) announced that he 
had introduced a bill which 
would “aid taxpayers in their 
endeavors to provide education 
for their children and them- 
selves.” His proposal is that 
assistance be given the taxpayer 
in the form of an income tax 
deduction to the,extent of $600 
paid by him for tuition for each 
dependent or himself. The de- 
duction wiuld be applicable to 
taxpayers whose dependents at- 
tend private, parochial, secon- 
dary school, college, or univer- 
sity, and who are required to 
pay tuition. 

In arguing for his bill, Sant- 
angelo. said, “My bill will in- 
directly relieve municipalities 
of some of their burdens by 
diverting some of the students 
to private schools and will re- 
duce to an extent the require- 
ment of increased taxes to fi- 
nance education.” 

This proposal is not new, and 
already there are several similar 
bills in the legislative hopper. 
It is significant, however, at this 
time for its propaganda value 
and for the purpose of keeping 
the issue before the public. -

Joint Committee 

Washington —(BP)— Feder- 
al aid to parochial schools is 
unconstitutional, according to 
information placed in the |con- 
gressional record by Sen. Alex- 
ander Wiley (R., Wis.). 

Recognizing the need for im- 
proving and expanding the ed- | 
ucational system of America, 
and stating that there are 
strong feelings on including 
parochial schools in federal aid 
programs, Wiley included four 
documents in his remarks. His 
purpose was to clarify | the 
traditional relationship between | 
church and state. 

The items cited by Wiley 
were a statement by Senator | 
Kennedy, a study by the legis- 
lative reference service of the | 
Library of Congress, an article 
by columnist Ralph McGill, 
and an article from the Mil- 
waukee Journal. 


Both the Senate and the 
House of Representatives pass- | 
ed education bills during the 
86th Congress, but action was 
killed by refusal of the House 
rules committee to agree to a 
conference committee with the 
Senate to iron out the differ- 
ences. 

In both houses strong efforts 
were made to include an 
amendment to provide federal 
loans to parochial schools, in 
addition to the aid to be grant- 
ed to public schools. The mea- 
sure was defeated by a narrow 
margin in the Senate, and in | 
the House it was sidetracked | 
by a parliamentary ruling that | 
it was out of order as not ger- 
mane to the main question. 

During the short session of 
Congress following the national 
party conventions a Roman | 
Catholic letter-writing cam- 
paign insisted upon defeat of | 
any aid-to-education measure 
that did not include parochial 
schools. 

The statement from Senator 
Kennedy inserted in the Con- 
Sressional Record by Wiley 
was made in an address before 
the American Society of News- 
paper Editors. Referring to 
federal assistance to parochial 
schools, Kennedy said, ‘‘I am 
opposed to it. I believe it is 
clearly unconstitutional. I vot- 
ed against itron the Senate | 
floor this year.”’ { 

The study by the legislative | 
reference service reviewed the 
historical record and the rele- 
vant Supreme Court decisions, 
and it concluded that these 
“provide more than adequate 
support for the thesis that 
amendment 1 renders unconsti- 
tutional federal aid to sectar- 
ian educational institutions.’ 

The study further pointed out 
that those who are arguing for 
federal aid to parents who 
have pupils in parochial 
schools are ignoring the posi- 
tion that their own doctrine 
puts them in.

tional offices should be exempt 
because they are an extension 
of the work of the local church. 
No agreement was reached on 
the taxation of denominational 
publishing firms, but the |con- 
ferees said that parking lots 
should be exempted unless used 
for the production of income. 
{Income Defined 
“Unrelated business income” 
was defined to mean “earn- 
ings from businesses which 
have np direct connection with 
the religious purposes of the 
church regardless of how that 
income is used.”’ Basic to qual- 
ifying for tax exemption is the 
source from which church in- 
come comes rather than the 
use to which it is put, said the 
conferees. 


This led to the opinion that 
“income earned by securities 
owned by a religious organi- 
zation of agency would not be 
exempt from taxation.’’ Hence, 
the conference recommended 
“that the countinued study and 
application of this concept 
should receive the early and 
careful.attention of the re 
sponsible organizations of our 
several organizations of our 
several baptist bodies.” 

After considering income tax 
deduction for gifts given to 
churches the Baptist leaders 
did not think it to be a viola- 
tion of separation of church 
and state, but if the provision 
is repealed they felt that the 
churches would be hurt unless 
there were an accompanying 
reduction in the entire tax 
structure. 

Other opinions expressed by 
the conference were opposition 
to tax benefits for provate ed- 
ucation, that church personnel 
should not have special status 
but should “stand before the 
government as any other citi- 
zen’’ and approval for unem- 
ployment! insurance for non- 
ministerial employees of 
churches, , 

The conference made it clear 
that the above findings are not 
to be considered final nor are 
they an authoritative expres- 
sion of baptist position on the 
subjects discussed. They rep- 
resent the best thought and the 
conclusions of’ a responsible 
group of baptists who have 
sought to discover the princi- 
ples related to taxation, the 
churches and religious liberty. 
Further study and new situa- 
tions could alter the conclu- 
sions reached. :

~ Grime and the Churches | 


The 1959 report “Crime in the United States”, j 
leased by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, is ca 

Serious crimes in the United States have reached an 
all-time high. Crime in 1959 was 69 percent higher than in 
1950. Already in the first half of 1960 there is a 9 percent 
inerease over_1959. Crime has been increasing four|times 
faster than the population. 

The arrests of young people under 18 years of age 
has doubled since 1958. Juvenile arrests have increased two 
and one-half times faster than the growth of ju pop- 
ulation. While the arrests of youth have increased 100 per 
cent in this period, the arrests of adults has in only 
17 percent in the same period. \ 

Mississippi Crime Rate 

Tt is interesting to note that Mississippi has the third 
from the lowest crime rate in the United States in 1959. 
Only North Dakota and Vermont had a lower rateé than 
did we. Mississippi’s rate was 420.4 total off per 
100,000 population, as compared to 730.5 in Ala and 
702.0 in Louisiana. In contrast, Nevada, with the highest 
crime record in\the nation, had a rate of 1,915.8 and) Calif- 
ornia, which was second, had a rate of 1,635.8. 

We wish there were statistics available to show what 
percentage of those involved in these crimes were Chris- 
tians or regularly in attendance at church services. We be- 
lieve that percentage would be very small, for surveys | 
that have been made reveal that few of those participating 
in crime are active in church attendance. 

The fact that it is not usually Christians who are in- 
volved in crime, places a great responsibility upon us, The | 
church is one of the mightiest deterrents to crime in any 
community. It stands as the strongest moral force in the | 
community. It must increase that influence, and reach out | 
to touch the unreached. As it wins more individuals and 
more homes to Christ it will help to lower the crime rate. | 

The church has a special responsibility in the area of | 
juvenile crime. If the Sunday schools and Training Unions 
and other youth programs can reach more and more of 
these young people early in their lives, almost all of them 
can be turned to paths of right living and godliness, Also 
the adults in the homes of these children can be reached, 
and in most cases changes the children’s lives. It is a 
tremendous challenge but the church must meet it. 

Special Program 

Southern Baptists, through the Home Mission Board, 
are developing a special program against juvenile delin- 
quency. Already such programs have been launched in 
some of the major cities, and plans are under way for 
their use in Mississippi. 

As crime increases the churches must enlarge their ef- 
forts to offset that crime by winning souls and building 
Christian homes. This is the best answer to the serious 
conditions developing in America. Mississippi churches 
should lead the way in this program.

“Marrying Unbelievers” 


Question: What does the Bi- 
ble teach concerning Christians 
and non-Christians uniting in 


marriage? If a pastor has strong 
convictions concerning perform- 
ing the marriage of believers 
and non-believers, do you feel 
thechurch 
members have 
any right to 
condemn him 
for his con- 
victions? 
ANSWER 
There is a 
seripture that 
states that a 
‘ widow should 
marry “only in the Lord” (I Cor. 
7:36). This could mean that she 
should’ marry only a believer or 
that she should marry only 
someone to whom the Lord 
should lead her. 

Earlier in the same chapter 
Paul says to the wife (or hus- 
band) of the unbeliever, “For 
what knowest thou, 0. wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy 
husband or who knowest, O 
man, whether thou shalt save 
thy wife.” (1 Cor. 7:16). 

To base a whole practice, that 
of refusing to marry a couple 
when one is an unbeliever, on 
one or two passages, seems ut- 
terly unChristian to me. To 
base a practice on one or two 
vague scriptures seems pretty 
flimsy. 

But some pastors, and many 
Christians, have very strong 
convictions against marrying 
unbelievers. They are sincere in 
this belief; I don’t argue with 
them for one minute. But to 
criticize them or act like they 
are fanatics is unfair, unChris- 
tian, un American, unholy, and 
un - anything - else-you-can- 
think-of. Let's admire people 
for convictions even though we 
think they are dead wrong. If 
we are humble, we will admit 
that truth is hard to come by in 
these complicated issues,

Standing’ in the shade of a 
giant baobab tree, just four 
|miles from the Equator, I re- 
moved my heavy sunglasses and 
stared at the colorful scene.

Parochial Pupils 

LISBON, N. D. (RNS) — The 
Lisbon special school district 
board has decided not to pro- 
vide free bus transportation for 
parochial school pupils during 
the coming year. 

M. C. Olson, superintendent of 
the district, said the decision 
was prompted by opinions re- 
ceived from North Dakota at- 
torney general, Leslie R, Bur- 
gum, and Ransom county state’s 
attorney, Lowell Tjon, that the . 
practice was illegal. 

Earlier, the boafd had said 
it would continue to provide 
transportation unless ordered - 
otherwise. 

The Lisbon Ministerial asso- 
ciation had complained to the 
attorney general that the prac- 
tice violated state and federal 
constitutions. 

Mr. Olson said the board was 
faced with probable legal action 
from the ministers unless it 
halted the practice. The minis- 
terial association had engaged 


legal counsel in case it was 
needed to institute action.
